A most unusual plicata. Confetti is the first tall, well 
branched pink plicata with large flowers and very heavy 
substance. It is a striking flower delightfully flared, 
beautiful in form and fresh in appearance. The mark- 
ings and stipplings are pink on creamy white without 
the pearly sub-tint present in so many of this kind. 
The branching, placement on the stem and smart, trim 
carriage of the flowers are extra good. Confetti 1s 
pretty, bright and snappy.

Development in self blues has been remarkable and in 
the dark selfs there have been a number of worthy 
additions. A color class that has suffered neglect by 
comparison is the sharply contrasted blue bicolors. 
Every garden should have a specimen clump of this 
handsome pattern. Honolulu Belle with its light blue 
lilac standards and rich, velvety deep blue falls with 
velvet sheen is a pattern of luxuriant beauty. In addi- 
tion to its brilliant color pattern this Iris has branching 
of perfect candelabra placement. Quite in contrast to 


the general bunching of similarly colored Iris. It is 
very much worthwhile and more individual than the

GLOSSARY OF IRIS TERMS 


Following each variety name are given the 
name of the originator, year of introduction, 
season (Very Early, Early, Midseason, Mid- 
season-Late and Very Late), and height of 
plant in inches. 

Various terms applicable to Iris used through- 
out this catalog may be defined as follows: 
AMOENA: (Pleasing.) White or tinted white 

standards with colored falls. 

PLICATA: (Pleated.) Stitched or stippled mar- 
gin color on white background. 
VARIEGATA: Yellow or near yellow standards 

with deeper falls which may be either 

veined or solid tones of brown or purple. 
BLEND: Combination of two or more colors 

(one always being yellow). 

BICOLOR: (Two colors.) Light or medium 
standards and deeper contrasting falls. 

BITONE: Two tones of the same color. 

SELF: An Iris of uniform color. 

TEXTURE: Sheen or finish of the petals. 

SUBSTANCE: Thickness of petals.

For instance, can there be much 
argument that a fine Iris should possess a quiet haft, 
that it should have closed standards and broad falls, 
that colors should be pure and harmonious, texture 
lustrous, branching and carriage graceful? Probably 
most of the real variation in taste arises from color 
preferences and in this respect any fancier can, and 
will, secure for his garden more Iris in the colors he 
prefers. 


We think it imperative when Iris are compared 
that they be comparatively judged and under the 
same conditions. We grow many varieties for test we 
do not list in our catalog. From these ranks we 


yearly add the more superior sorts to our list.

In hybridizing we have tried to develop an Iris “black 
as pitch,” and Black Forest is the most striking develop- 
ment we have flowered. It is several registers darker 
and deeper in color than any named variety we grow 
or have seen. Fresh blooms of the other famous blacks 
are all definitely lighter toned when directly compared. 
In color it is a rich, silky ebon-blue-black. The overall 
effect with the blue beard and solid haft is truly like 
the sable vested night. For so deep a color it is bright 
and gleaming, decidedly not a dull Iris. The flowers are 
medium sized, the stem is not tall, about 33 inches. 
Well substanced flowers, well carried, modified flare to 
nicely proportioned falls. See page 6 for illustration.

IRIS CULTURE 


WHEN TO PLANT. For best results plant July through 
September. Early planting establishes the new Iris 


plants before winter. This is the time to reset clumps 
of Iris that are crowded, generally clumps 3 to 4 years 
old. In the extreme heat of the South, it is more advis- 
able to plant after the extremes of summer heat are 
over—September is recommended. 


WHERE TO PLANT. The ideal location for your Ivis is 


a sunny, well drained position. Sunshine, at a mini- 
mum half days; Iris will not do well in the deep shade. 
No water should stand in your Ivis beds. Raise beds 
slightly above the level of your garden paths if necessary. 


DEPTH TO PLANT. Place your rhizomes just below the 
surface of the ground with the roots well spread out 


underneath so the rhizome is within reach of the 
warmth of the sun’s rays while the roots beneath are 
in moist (not soggy) soil. Be sure to firm the soil tightly 
around each rhizome when planting. Follow ordinary 
good garden practice of watering and setting soil on 
newly set plants, of course. 


DISTANCE APART. Depends on your particular plans. 
Generally Iris are planted from 8 inches to 2 feet apart. 


Closer plantings are for immediate effect and will need 
thinning sooner. Plant three of one kind to give an 
immediate clump effect in a triangle with the toes of 
the rhizomes pointing inward. Place 8 inches apart. 
Planted 2 feet or more apart they may be left for 
longer periods of time. 


SHOULD OLD CLUMPS BE THINNED. Yes, after they 


become crowded, about every four years. Dig up clumps, 
remove and discard the old center divisions that have 
blossomed and replant the fresh, largest foliage fans 
after the soil has been renovated. If you wish, the old 
center rhizomes and smaller fans may be grown in a 
nursery row a year, cut apart to single or double units. 


SOIL PREPARATION. Work soil well to a depth of 10 to 
19 


2 inches. If soil is heavy, incorporate sand so moisture 
percolates out quickly. The soil should not be acid. If 
it is, apply lime, otherwise no lime is recommended. 


FERTILIZATION. Ivis will thrive without feeding but will 
respond to its application. In the matter of fertilizers, 
garden sense should be used in liberal quantity. A nice 
garden soil will grow fine Iris. Use care not to get nitro- 
genous materials on or near the roots, rot may start. 
An excessively heavy nitrogenous feeding will give very 
lush growth which is more susceptible to rot. In the 
preparation of your new Iris bed, spade in a good 
application of compost below the roots. Well processed 
compost is ideal. Then an application of a well 
balanced fertilizer applied as a top dressing dusted 
around and in between the plants in early spring or 
very late fall is desirable. Steamed bone meal and 
super-phosphate are fine top dressing materials. The 
compost furnishes humus and valuable soil organisms. 
We have found the yearly spring application of gypsum, 
just as growth starts, has always been helpful as an 
antidote for Iris troubles; it also helps as a soil condi- 
tioner. It is easy to overdo Iris fertilizing, but unde- 
sirable to omit feeding entirely. 


CULTIVATING, Yo it shallowly. Iris feeding roots are very 
near the surface. Keep your Iris free of weeds and do 
not allow neighboring plants to encroach upon them. 
Remember, they should have sunlight right down to 
the rhizome. Remove the outer leaves as they begin 
to brown. At all times keep litter, old Iris leaves, 
grasses, etc., away from the rhizomes. Clean cultivation 
is the finest precaution for Iris troubles. 


GENERAL GARDEN CARE. We prefer to cultivate shal- 


lowly after each rain when the ground has dried suffi- 
ciently for proper tilth. As the Iris grow, the outside 
foliage becomes limp. We remove these outside leaves 
every so often. Particularly about two weeks after bloom- 
ing time. We do not trim the Iris foliage on established 


plants except to cut off some leaf spot should that show 
up. Bloom stems are cut level with the ground after 
blooming on a dry day so the cut heals quickly. 


WATERING. Depends on location. Newly set plants need 
moisture so they can grow a new root system. They 
appreciate this attention. Water at fairly long intervals 
in dry weather. Established plants do not require 
watering except in very arid parts of the country. The 
common mistake is to give the Iris too much water. At 
times of excessive heat newly set plants can be shaded 
by an upright shingle or some such protection cutting 
off the direct rays of the sun for a few days. 


IRIS BORER—USE DDT! We would like to quote from 
Bulletin No. 2 of Region 1, New England Section, of 


the American Iris Society. The article by Dr. I. Fraim 
gives the following recommendations and procedures: 
“We are convinced that at recommended strength of 
suspension and routine application which we have out- 
lined borers can be almost completely controlled. Hap- 
hazard spraying cannot be effective. Larvae must be 
intercepted before entering the leaf fans, and to bring 
this about spraying or dusting must be started early in 
the spring after the first warm period, and continue 
weekly until blooming season. We believe the spray 
must be applied the first time immediately after the 
first warm period in late March or early April in this 
area. Not only the Iris should be sprayed, but, at least 
of equal importance, the contiguous soil, plants, shrubs 
and any other material nearby. Thereafter weekly 
applications should be made. If rain interferes, spray 
should be applied as soon as the weather clears. Form- 
ula for the ordinary 3-gallon pressure tanks as follows: 
DDT WETTABLE 50%-—6 heaping tablespoonfuls. 
Water—3 gallons. Sticker Spreader—as directed on con- 
tainer. Du Pont Sticker suggested. The DDT should 
be made into a paste and added to the water. Frequent 
agitation is necessary to maintain a good uniform mix- 
ture. If you prefer to use dust, 5% WETTABLE DDT, 
applied early in the day is best.” 

We think these suggestions are most helpful and lucid. 
Do not just try one or two sprayings and expect controls. 

WINTER PROTECTION. We strongly advocate protective 
winter covering, particularly in the most northern sec- 
tions. A light covering of marsh hay, straw, or some 
like weed-free litter is highly advised. New set plants 
in particular must be protected as a preventative to 
the injury caused by freezing and thawing. Remove 
covering when spring growth begins. 

TO THE BEGINNER. Ivis are one of the easiest perennials 
to grow. They survive with less care and reward you 
with fine bloom with a minimum of attention. These 
few suggestions are all simple and proper care is very 
easy. Treat yourself to some of the finer Ivis that have 
been developed recently.

PAINT YOUR 
GARDEN 
WITH IRIS 


An example of the beauty 
that can be obtained in gardens 
of informal style if colors are 
handled carefully. 
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possible to avoid the color clashes which resulted in 
planting an Iris collection. But today the great va- 
riety and clean pure colors permit us to use them as 
an artist would the colors on his palette. 


The garden may vary in size according to the 
quantity of plants used. If only one Iris of each va- 
riety is planted the garden will be 22x30 feet. The 
beds are 5 feet across. The garden could be enlarged 
indefinitely merely by increasing the quantity of 
plants. It also could be simplified by reducing the 
number of varieties or by substituting plants of simi- 
lar color which the owner may have in abundance. 
As your Iris collection grows from season to season 
you can increase the variety of your plantings. 

And of course your garden need not be rectangu- 
lar. It may take any other pattern or even be quite 
informal in outline. But the combination of colors— 
that is the thing that counts! 


The large variety indicated on the plan would be 
interesting if planted in a single garden but another 
important object of the plan is to help you choose 
pleasing companions for the Iris you may already 
possess or contemplate buying. Thus we have in this 
plan a more concrete form of the lesson in color com- 
bination which I gave you in last year’s catalog.

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MUSINGS—IRIS REVIEW 


Though the blooming season of 1948 was later than 
normal, due to a late spring, it certainly was an enjoyable 
one. The remarkable achievements the plant breeders 
have given us in this flower are certainly something to 
marvel over. And probably the two most striking features 
of the Modern Iris are their size and the almost unbe- 
lievable and wonderful range of colors. Literally they 
have to be seen to be truly appreciated. The large size 
of the modern Iris is not due to any secret of fertilization. 
It is an improvement gained by the diligence of the Iris 
hybridizers so that we now enjoy blooms 6 inches and 
more on finely branched stems measuring anywhere from 
2% feet to 4 feet in height. 


Very often we have been asked to name our favorite 
variety or our favorite color. Such a limited selection 
would make us extremely unhappy as we would think of 
all the other fine kinds that such an arbitrary selection 
would omit. We do list in the first part of the catalog 
what we consider a choice list of one hundred Iris that 
have achieved their mark. This list does not include 
relatively untried new novelties some of which undoubt- 
edly will prove their merit after sufficient test. Since we 
cannot limit ourselves to the one best we would like to 
review and comment on some of the Iris varieties in the 
various colors that appeal’to us more than others. 


In the whites we have 3 splendid new whites in the 
triumvirate of Spanish Peaks, New Snow and Lady Bosca- 
wen. Winter Carnival for its crisp flare and overall fine 
performance is certainly good. Matterhorn for a pure white 
always stops one. Snow Carnival and Snow Flurry are very 
interesting with their casual ruffle. ‘The reliable Gudrun, 
White Goddess and Snowking are worthy standards. Per- 
sonally we like plicatas and a selection should certainly 
include Blue Shimmer and Aldura. A word should be 
said for Wasatch and Los Angeles. A more pink marked 
selection would include Patrice and the snappy, new 
Confetti. Vivid Minnie Colquitt certainly is most attrac- 
tive. The brilliance and dash of Magic Carpet and the 
delicacy of Suzette along with the dramatic Firecracker 
give us floral subjects of merit and high distinction. Very 
few flowers achieve the dramatic contrast of white and a 
rich color contrast as do the Amoenas. A list of several 
would include well known Wabash and the interesting 
variant Mt. McKinley, the reddish Extravaganza and the 
new sensational yellow and white, Pinnacle. 


In the light blues we have some superb varieties as Helen 
McGregor, Great Lakes, cool colored Distance, pleasing 
Azure Skies and sparkling Gloriole. Bandmaster along 
with Blue Zenith and the older Anitra, certainly give a 
handsome ensemblage. And what a wonderful shade blue 
is in the garden. The richer medium blues as fluffy Dykes 
Medalist Chivalry, harmonious and symmetrical Blue 
Frills are all held in high esteem—colored blue as October’s 
bright blue weather. The very dark, near black Ivis are a 
handsome set. Black Forest is the blackest Iris extant. 
Another fine rich claret-black is Sable. Amigo and taller, 
larger Lothario are two splendid bicolors. Others that we 
would single out particularly would include Nightfall for 
floriferousness, Vatican Purple for its form and _ finish, 
Wm. A. Setchell for gargantuan size and the very reliable 
pair of older kinds. Winneshiek and Mrs. J. L. Gibson. 
There are very few Ivis a true lilac shade. Lilac Lane and 
older Violet Symphony certainly are most individual. 


One of the mest phenomenal developments in Iris has 
been the evolvement of an entire new family of pinks 
known as the seashell and flamingo family. Pink Cameo 
is one of the best. It and the new Cherie and the striking 
Spindrift will surprise and astound you with their pink- 
ness. Not to be outdone the orchid pinks give us several 
exceptional kinds as Dreamcastle and Harriet Thoreau 
from Paul Cook and the Hall varieties Chantilly, Remem- 
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brance and Lullaby. Long known and dearly loved are 
Melanie, China Maid, Morocco Rose and Frieda Mohr. 
They need few of our words to add to their praise. 


Somehow each year we seem to consciously look for 
another good one in the Rose class. Perhaps because we 
have such fine subjects as Mulberry Rose, wonderful col- 
ored Inspiration, and unusual Fantasy, new ones are not 
so fast in coming. The subtleness and harmony of blend- 
ings as given us in Iris like Red Amber, Three Oaks, Light- 
house or Alpine Glow are enchanting. Perhaps the most 
important color to use in your garden after the liberal 
use of yellows and whites are the rich purples and we 
revel in the beauty of such fabulous kinds as Elmohr, shiny 
Purple Moor, sleek Lord Dongan and smooth colored Mas- 
ter Charles. 


Reds are certainly an extremely popular class and the 
amount of variation within the class certainly suits the 
most cosmopolite taste. The reds that have considerable 
orange and burnished shades in their makeup ‘are very 
interesting. Copper Rose and Wakarusa are two fine ex- 
amples and the redder Action Front certainly stands out. 
Radiant is another good one. There is a fine variation in 
the brown russet class. Louvois is a good example while 
the newer Solid Mahogany is a really rich mahogany red, 
very fine. Few reds are quite as deep. Christabel remains 
one of the finest. Red Gleam a bit more chestnut and 
Garden Magic are also fine subjects. Perhaps the most 
popular class is the crimson varieties and to name one out- 
standing one seems impossible. It is really necessary to 
enumerate all of them. Display and Red Valor are gor- 
geous. Ranger and Garden Flame are interesting varia- 
tions and fine. Garden Glory is rich and always reliable. 
The Red Douglas carries itself proud. Several new reds 
await further comparison before comment. The varie- 
gatas have been likened to red bicolors. In garden effect 
this is true. They are brilliant pieces of color combina- 
tions. City of Lincoln long has held forth as tops. Newer 
developments include Gypsy, very smooth, Red Torch for 
vividness of contrast and The Oriole, about the greatest 
contrast we have in the bicolor family, near orange and 
blackish purple. 


One of the glories of the Iris is the unusual manner in 
which several colors are combined in one flower in a 
manner only the Iris can boast of. This coupled with a 
gleaming iridescence of gold gives us a whole series of 
positively delectable floral beauties. Some of the kinds 
that have made a particularly fine impression are smooth 
Chamois, original colored Lady Mohr, Golden Russet and 
Cascade Splendor, smooth colored Lamplight, a picture of 
harmony indeed. The copper cast of Arab Chief is most 
striking and other good ones of this unusual color include 
burnished Brown Thrasher, sturdy Stardom, splendid Bryce 
Canyon and its partner, Casa Morena, just a trifle darker. 
Autumn Splendor certainly is a deserving new kind. And 
our aproach to orange is championed by Rocket, cer- 
tainly an unusual Iris. 


We revel in the magnificent selection and variety of yel- 
lows we now can obtain and use in the garden. The cool 
lemon-yellows as Misty Gold, Elsa Sass and Moonlight 
Madonna, and Mattie Gates certainly are wonderful. The 
splendid light yellows as Treasure Island, Golden Eagle 
are just the foil we need for the other colors. The same 
is true continuing into the darker shades with such Iris 
as Golden Majesty, Ming Yellow or even the richer gold 
series exemplified by Spun Gold, Berkeley Gold and the 
rich Ola Kala and Zantha, Completing our cycle of color 
we come to the creams. Two Iris we think no garden 
should be without are Snoqualmie and Golden Treasure. 
The new creams Desert Song and Amandine are proving 
invaluable. With more and more people raising seedlings 
and making improvements in the Iris it seems no exag- 
geration to say that the depth of our imagination coupled 
with our perseverence is our only boundary.
